Terms Doubled

New York State has doubled the terms that 
Town of East Hampton trustees serve from 
two to four years. 

Outgoing Gov. Andrew Cuomo signed into 
law a bill that passed the state legislature 
which increases the terms of office for the 
Trustees of the Freeholders and Common- 
alty of the Town of East Hampton beginning 
with the biennial election to be held in 2023 
for all nine trustee positions. 

“Increasing the term of office will better 


ensure the continuity and stability of proj- - 


ects of the board,” said State Assemblyman 
Fred Thiele (-Sag Harbor) who sponsored 
the legislation. “Moreover, newly elected 
trustees will be afforded the privilege of 
learning from the experience of longer serv- 
ing mentors.” 

The trustees, a panel created three centu- 
ries ago to manage public use of town beach- 
es, bay bottom and wetlands, are a separate 
entity from the town board that manages the 
budget, policy and legislation. Southampton 
and Southold towns also have trustees. 

Under the new law, the five candidates who 
receive the largest number of votes shall hold 
office for a term of four years and the remain- 
ing four successful candidates shall hold of- 
fice for a term of two years. Thereafter, at all 
subsequent biennial town elections, all trust- 
ees shall hold office for a term of four years.

AUTHORITIES RESCUED NEARLY 100 DOGS FROM A DOGFIGHTING RING THIS WEEK 


Hampton Bays Man Charged in 
Dogfighting Ring Bust

A Hampton Bays man was among 10 people ar- 
rested August 9 when Suffolk County authorities 
said they made one of the largest dog fighting ring 
busts in New York State history. : 

Charles Maewhinnie, 52, pleaded not guilty in Suf- 
folk County court to violation of the prohibition of 
animal fighting, a felony, and two counts of possess- 
ing animal fighting paraphernalia, a misdemeanor. 

“This case is about how a criminal network bred 
dogs, tortured them and put them in serious harm’s 
way just to make a buck,” Suffolk County District 
Attorney Timothy Sini said. “These arrests repre- 
sent a significant blow to dogfighting, certainly here 
on Long Island, and we believe it will have impacts 
throughout the Northeast.” 

Authorities said the suspects bred dogs and set 
them up in practice fights when the puppies were as 
young as six months old, with those spawned from 
successful fighters sold for the highest prices. The 
dogs were raised in inadequate living conditions 
with improper sustenance as well as rigorous train- 
ing programs designed to increase their tenacity, 
agility and bite strength. Once old enough, the dogs 
would be booked in fights, but in some cases when 
the dogs underperformed, they would be eutha- 
nized, authorities said. 


When authorities executed search warrants, they 
found veterinary surgical supplies, “rape stands” 
that are used to immobilize female dogs during 
breeding and plugging cords that are used in the 
electrocution of dogs, as well as steroids and other 
supplements to enhance dogs’ performance, among 
other dogfighting paraphernalia, according to 
investigators. 

The probe was a joint investigation that included 
the Suffolk County Police Department, New York 
State Police, New York City Police Department, 
Nassau County District Attorney’s Office, Nassau 
County Police Department, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s Office of the Inspector‘General, Con- 
necticut State Police, Massachusetts State Police and 
the American Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, which helped relocate the dogs to emer- 
gency shelters, where they were provided treatment. 

Suffolk County Acting Police Commissioner Stu- 
art Cameron called it “one of the most disturbing” 
cases I’ve seen in my 36 years with our department.” 

Sini added that his office is empaneling a Special 
Grand Jury to investigate the case to develop strate- 
gies to better protect animals and to make legisla-. 
tive recommendations to combat animal cruelty. 

Sini said, “We need to hold these bad actors ac- 
countable for their violent actions, and these crimes 
need to be treated seriously under our law.”

Suffolk Announces 100 for 10 Farmland 


Preservation Initiative

Suffolk County officials have unveiled a new fund- 


ing program that will invest $100 million over the. 


next 10 years to preserve at-risk farms. 

Suffolk County Executive Steve Bellone included 
the 100 for 10 Farmland Preservation. Initiative 
in his proposed capital budget last week in an ef- 
fort to further the county’s farmland preservation 
program and encourage municipalities to work to- 
gether to do so. 

“One of the many things that makes Suffolk Coun- 
ty incredible is our unparalleled farmland, and Suf- 
folk was a pioneer when it came to preserving farm- 
land,” Bellone said during a press conference at the 
Garden of Eve Farm in Riverhead on August 3. 

Throughout the county, 20,000 acres of farmland 
have been preserved over the last 47 years, but there 


is still more to save as the value of real estate only — 


continues to rise. 
“Despite the ongoing pandemic, we moved full 


' steam ahead with our first-in-the-nation farmland 


preservation program and today we are committed 
to preserve the remaining 10,000 acres to ensure 
farming is forever cemented as part of the fabric of 
Suffolk County,” Bellone said. 

The county will also be partnering with state 
officials, who announced on Thursday that more 
than $21.3 million is being awarded to strengthen 
the agricultural industry through grants, including 
nearly $1.95 million to the Peconic Land Trust for 
the preservation of the Condzella family farm in 
Wading River. 

Agriculture is essential to Long Island’s economic 
development and its way of life, Bellone said. With 
560 farms up and running still, the industry ac- 
counts for $226 million in sales annually and drives 
tourism. The county executive reports that Suffolk 
ranks fourth in New York State in total market value 
for agricultural goods produced. 

Suffolk farms also provide jobs for more than 
4,600 people. 


The county spearheaded farmland preservation 
efforts, starting in 1974 with the creation of the 
Farmland Development Rights program, the first 
of its kind in the nation. Since then, the county has 
preserved more than 11,000 acres, while other mu- 
nicipalities, including the five East End towns, have 
preserved 9,000 acres. 

So far this year, the county has preserved 
143.5 acres, including the Wells family farm in 
Aquebogue. 

According to Bellone’s statement,. farmland 
preservation expenditures are investments in Suf- 
folk County’s long-term future. “It enhances the 
economic viability of the farming operation and 
keeps them in permanent production. These farms 
continue serving as the power-horses of Suffolk 
County’s economy, while preserving the County’s 
natural resources and remaining on the tax rolls,” 
the statement concluded. 

County officials will be working with the East 
End town supervisors, who oversee the use of the 
Community Preservation Fund about meeting goals 
throughout the region, Farmers can also sign-up for 
the program. An application can be found online. 

The state’s Farmland Protection Implementation 
Grants program awarded money for 23 projects to 
preserve 7,890 acres. 

“Farming has long been a critical component of 
New York State’s economy—working to support our 
farmers and preserve our farmland makes good 
economic and environmental sense,” outgoing Gov. 
Andrew M. Cuomo said. “The awards given through 
this program will give farmers much-needed sup- 
port to conserve land and diversify their operations 
to expand market opportunities, so they can con- 
tinue to produce and sell some of the finest foods 
available.” 

Since 2018, New York State has made available 
more than $125 million for farmland protection 
statewide. 

Applications are still being accepted for the grant 
money, and can be found online.

Noise, Aquebogue, Squatters, Police

NOISE 

O: August 20, the Town 

of Shelter Island is going 
to hold a public hearing about 
revising its noise ordinance. The 
old noise ordinance says you can be 
ticketed and fined if an event you run 
makes noises on the island exceeding 
certain decibel levels. No one objects 
to this. But there’s an exception to 
this old law. If your event raises mon- 
ey for charity in excess of $1,000, 
you are exempt from the noise 
ordinance. 

Officials don’t think any event has 
abused the old law, but it seems to 
be rife with loopholes, some say, so 
it could be abused at any time. I’m 
pretty sure there will be defenders of 
the old law at the town meeting, and 
if there are and if there is shouting 
and cursing on one side or the other, 
the meeting could result in a viola- 
tion and a fine—unless somebody 
writes a thousand-dollar check to 
a charity. If that happens and they 
change the law anyway, they can then 
discuss whether or not the check to 
charity could be returned. 


AQUEBOGUE 


Here’s another public hearing with 


consequences. A builder is present- 
ing plans for a downtown Aquebogue 
commercial building that will be two 
stories high. It seems there has never 
been a commercial building more 
than one story high in Aquebogue. 
It’s a tiny village on the North Fork. 
This is a big step up. How can we 
approve a building that is twice as 
high as any built before? This is an 
outrage. Soon we will be inundated 

‘ with proposals for two-story com- 
mercial buildings. And Aquabogue 
will be changed forever. And how 
do you get up to that second story 
anyway? 


SQUATTERS 
There are several sto- 
ries in the news this week 
about renters whose 
rental lease runs out but 
they refuse to move. They 
claim that the federal govern- 
ment’s no-eviction policy during CO- 
VID restrictions protects them. Who 
knows how long they can stay? And 
where would they go anyway, if they 

had to leave? 

One story involves renters named 
Stephanie and Paul Pion who, in spite 
of the fact that their winter rental has 
ended, are using these no-eviction 
laws to keep living in a big mansion 
in Water Mill well into the summer 
without having to pay the huge, five- 
or even six-figure monthly rental 
fees that abound in these parts. The 
failure of the renters to move out has 
also hamstrung a proposed $5 mil- 
lion sale of the home. It’s said the 
buyer has withdrawn his offer. 

The second story about a renter 
who would not leave was front page in 
The Southampton Press last month. 
The owner of the house, which is in 
Hampton Bays, is a woman who lives 
in Israel who came home expecting 
to live in her house for the summer 
since it surely would have been va- 
cated by the tenant after the lease ex- 
pired. Instead, she found the tenant 
still in the house refusing to leave, 
citing the same government regula- 
tion. 

Eviction notices could be served, 
but when well defended by lawyers 
these matters could fail to get into a 
courtroom until autumn when the 
season is over. Possession, it is said, 
is nine-tenths of the law. 

The third story is about a woman 
who moved into a new rental for the 
summer only to find out that the prior 
tenant moved out but left something 
behind. As she was moving in, she 
heard noises in a bathroom, opened

Gone Guv: EastEnd =~ 
Reacts to Cuomo Quitting —

Gov. Andrew Cuomo put in his two-weeks notice 
on August 10, resigning amid the increasing likeli- 
hood of being impeached for alleged sexual harass- 
ment, sending shockwaves across New York State, 
including the East End. 

It was a striking fall from grace for the three- 
term, once-beloved governor—no stranger to the 
Hamptons campaign fundraiser circuit—who won 
an Emmy last year for his must-watch daily corona- 
virus pandemic press briefings, to becoming a po- 
litical pariah a year later. His lieutenant governor, 
Kathy Hochul, will become the first woman to lead 
the state in its 233-year history, until Cuomo’s term 
in office ends in December 2022. Reactions from lo- 
cal lawmakers were swift and unforgiving. 

“These are difficult times for our state, but the 
governor did the right thing by stepping aside to- 


day,” tweeted Suffolk County Executive Steve Bel- 
lone, a fellow Democrat who had joined statewide 
calls for Cuomo’s resignation. “Now it is time for all 
of us to begin the healing process. It is important 
that the progress we have made continues on the 
critical issues before us.” 

Cuomo is the third consecutive New York State 
governor to leave in scandal. Eliot Spitzer quit as 
governor in 2008 over his patronage of prostitutes. 
The man who succeeded him,: David Paterson, 
aborted his 2010 re-election campaign facing al- 
legations of witness tampering and other offenses. 

In a televised, 20-minute address, Cuomo again 
denied any wrongdoing, though he said he accepted 
“full responsibility” for what he characterized as ill- 
conceived attempts to be affectionate or humorous. 
He said he had concluded that fighting the accusa- 
tions while remaining in office would paralyze state 
government and cost taxpayers millions of dollars 


at a time when the coronavirus pandemic still poses 
a major threat. 

“I think, given the circumstances, the best way I 
can help now is if I step aside and let government 
get back to government—and therefore that’s what 
T’ll do,” he said. 

He was largely viewed as a ideological centrist. 


In 2018, he beat back a liberal challenge from Sex. 


and the City actor and Montauk homeowner Cyn- 
thia Nixon, though he has moved left in recent years 
with the rest of the Democratic Party. As his power 
grew, Cuomo built a reputation as an ambitious, 
ruthless politician who was willing to retaliate 
against perceived enemies and whose abrasive style 
in private often alienated others. 

Cuomo had weathered other potential scandals. 
In 2014, he disbanded an anti-corruption panel 
only nine months after he convened it, triggering 


-a U.S. Justice Department inquiry. The U.S. Attor- 
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ney’s Office in Manhattan eventually 
concluded there was insufficient evi- 
dence to show any crimes occurred. 

The two state lawmakers who rep- 
resent the Hamptons and the North 
Fork in the state Assembly—where the 
judiciary committee’s impeachment 
inquiry into the alleged harassment 
and other claims was expected to con- 
clude in the coming weeks—both con- 
demned Cuomo and offered an olive 
branch to Hochul. . 

“The governor’s resignation is an 
admission of guilt,’ Assemblywoman 
Jodi Giglio (R-Riverhead) said. “Had 
he responded to the judiciary commit- 
tee and accepted the due process of 
the Legislature, it would be a different 
story. However, the judiciary commit- 
tee will continue its investigation.” 

Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag 
Harbor) said he admired the bravery of 
the 11 women whose allegations of un- 
wanted kissing, hugging and touching 
by the governor were documented in a 
bombshell 168-page report that state 
Attorney General Letitia James’s of- 
fice released on August 3, but stopped 
- short of filing criminal charges. 

“This is a sad day for all New York- 
ers,” Thiele said. “Based on the facts 
and evidence presented, Governor 
Andrew Cuomo made the right deci- 
sion today by announcing his resig- 
nation. Today’s announcement sends 
a clear message to the people of the 
State of New York that no one is above 
the law. As I have previously stated, 
- sexual harassment and assault has no 
place in any work environment, espe- 
cially not in the highest office of New 
York State government.” 

State Sen. Anthony Palumbo (R-New Suffolk), 
whose district includes the entire East End, shared 
the governor’s pragmatic rationale for stepping 
down. 

“Embattled Governor Cuomo’s announcement of 
his impending resignation is welcome news to New 
Yorkers and will save the state time and money in 


removing him from office through impeachment,” 


Palumbo said. “Now, state government must refocus 
its energies on defeating the COVID Delta variant, 
working to rebuild New York’s struggling economy 
and infrastructure and combating the rise in violent 
crime.” ; 

_ U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), a former state 
senator whose congressional district covers the 
Twin Forks and who is the GOP frontrunner in the 
2022 race to replace Cuomo, blamed systemic cor- 
ruption in Albany for allowing Cuomo’s scandals to 
fester. 

“Every New Yorker, regardless of who they vote 
for, where they live or how much they make, de- 
serves much better than this,” he said. “It’s not just 
about Cuomo, it’s about those who continue to pre- 
serve the status quo and have failed to learn from 
the mistakes of the past. Voters in New York need 
to take back control of how we are governed and set 
the standards we want for those who are given the 
honor of serving us.” 


Besides the sexual harassment al- 
legations, the Assembly and federal in- 
vestigators have been probing whether 
the Cuomo administration broke any 
laws while allegedly manipulating the 
coronavirus nursing home death statis- 
tics, inking a $5 million book deal about 
the governor’s pandemic response, and 
fast-tracking COVID-19 tests for friends 
and family members. As Dan’s Papers 
has reported, among those who benefit- 
ted from the test access when they were 
not widely available was the governor’s 
brother, CNN anchor Chris Cuomo, and 
a family member of State Chief Judge 
Janet DiFiore at their Southampton resi- 
dences last year. 

Although the state attorney did not 
pursue criminal charges in the harass- 
ment probe, local prosecutors in Manhattan, Nas- 
sau County, Albany County and Westchester County 
said after the report’s release that they were looking 
into the matter and requested evidence from the 
independent inquiry. Last week, one of Cuomo’s ac- 
cusers, Brittany Commisso, filed a criminal report 
with the Albany County Sheriff's Office, alleging 
the governor groped her breast at the Executive 


' Mansion in Albany last November. The sheriff 


told reporters his office would conduct a thorough

investigation. 

The attorney general's investigators concluded 
that Cuomo and his aides created a “toxic” and 
“hostile” workplace in an office gripped by bullying, 
fear and intimidation. In a statement, James, who 
attended a campaign fundraiser and several other 
events in the Hamptons last weekend, said Cuomo’s 
resignation “closes a sad chapter for all of New York, 
but it’s an important step toward justice.”

Q. I have some beautiful vintage couture pieces and a closet full of high-priced 
bags and shoes. If these pieces were damaged by fire or water — or stolen — 
are they covered under my homeowner’s policy? 


A, The short answer is yes; coverage can be provided under your homeowner’s 
policy. However, a deductible will apply. If you schedule these pieces (listing each 
separately) at the time of loss, no deductible will apply — potentially saving you 
thousands of dollars! 


AGENT TIP: Secondary or vacation homes are prime locations for large claims 

since the owner is often away when the actual loss occurs. Protect your clothing and 
accessories by: 1) Using plastic storage boxes to guard against water damage, mold, 
and other loss; 2) Avoid storing your valuable items in basements and other high-risk 
areas; and 3) If you do have a loss, seconds count! Quick use of dryers, deep cleaning, 
and mold mitigation can transform a total loss into a less serious claim. Make sure to 
hire the right specialists with experience handling collector’s clothing and accessories. 


Q. I’ve “retired” my gold Rolex and my Patek for an Apple watch to track my 
steps. Does it make sense to keep insuring these watches if I don’t wear them 
every day? 


A. Yes! Insure them! Engagement rings, large statement pieces, and watches should 
always be insured. To reduce the rate, I recommend placing such items in a bank 
vault.

Email the insurance company when you remove it 
from the bank and when you return it. When a piece of jewelry is outside of the vault, 
store.it in a home safe and at a location with an alarm system. Also, most insurance 
companies offer discounts to customers with home alarms and safes. 


Q. Ihave a Porsche 911 Turbo and Ferrari Portofino that I only drive occasion- 
ally. What is the best and most cost-effective way to insure these special cars? 


A. An effective cost solution would be covering your luxury automobile as an 
“exotic” vehicle. This insurance classification typically carries a lower premium 
because exotic cars are priced for limited use. Automobile collections worth over 
$500,000 may also qualify for discounts under a “collections policy.” 


AGENT TIP: Most high-performance automobiles require special maintenance and 
repair. Your insurance company could object to high repair costs if it doesn’t recog- 
nize the repair shop. Don’t wait until after the claim! Make certain your insurance 
company agrees to your repair. shop before the accident occurs.

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Play Review: 

Bay Street’s 
‘Camelot? Is 
Pure Magic

Ihe annual Bay Street Theater 

musical is a Sag Harbor tradition 
that was sorely missed last year, as 
most things were, and last week the 
tradition made its much-anticipated 
return with Alan Jay Lerner and 
Frederick Loewe’s Camelot. This isn’t 
your typical Bay Street production, 
however; it’s drastically switched up 
the norm for the sake of health, safety 
and a touch of magic. 

First off, don’t let the production’s 
use of the word “concert” deter you. 
This is as grand a musical as Bay 
Street shows are known to be—se- 
lectively small cast (41 actors in this 
case), full band behind the stage, in- 
timate setting and a show that trades 
a few of the bells and whistles for a 
magnifying glass that allows the au- 
dience to get a closer look at these 
iconic characters, their motivations 
and relationships and the lessons to 
be learned from them. 

The main difference from previous 
musicals is location, with Camelot 
taking place in an enchanting circle 
of trees in Bridgehampton, rather 
than on the theater’s stage in Sag 
Harbor. This decision gives the show 
a level of poetic power impossible to 
achieve indoors. The show begins in 
the daylight, introducing the audi- 
ence to King Arthur (Jeremy Kush- 
nier) and Guenevere (Britney Cole- 
man) in a time of optimism and hope 
for a bright and peaceful future in 
Camelot, but the sun quickly sets on 
his idealistic thinking, heralding in 
the deceit and betrayal that fester in 
the cover of night. 

Despite the overcast sky on opening 
night, the magic remained, and char- 
acters adapted effortlessly. In the first 
act, Guenevere responds to Arthur’s 
claim of seeing Merlin in the moon 
with a sarcastic, “If you say so,” earn- 
ing one of her first laughs of the show. 
Guenevere, as portrayed by Cole- 
man, succeeds at not only stealing 
the hearts of nearly every character 
she interacts with, but of nearly every 
audience member who witnesses her 
infectious joy. In this role, Coleman 


plays frisky and playfully trouble- 
some, breathing so much fun and 
energy into any scene she’s in—none 
more so than in “Then You May Take 
Me to the Fair.” This number and 
“The Lusty Month of May” before it 
perfectly showcase Coleman’s unend- 
ing charm and staggering vocal prow- 
ess, while also demonstrating how 
Marcos Santana’s masterful choreog- 
raphy can make a number featuring 
just a few dancers seem grand in scale 
and spectacular in execution. 

Then there’s King Arthur. In an in- 
terview with Dan's Papers, Kushnier 
explains that he often gets cast as vil- 
lainous characters, but if Camelot is 
one’s first time seeing him perform, 
this will likely sound like a far- 
fetched claim. As the most relatable 
and tragic of the three leads, Arthur's 
character arc is key to the emotional 
impact of the play, and Kushnier hits 
the mark at every stage—wonderfully 
capturing Arthur’s meek beginning, 
starry-eye optimism, shock of be- 
trayal, pained yet unwavering loyalty 
and, ultimately, his renewed sense of 
virtuous purpose. Kushnier’s impres- 
sive rendition of the classic “How to 
Handle a Woman” gets the audience 
roaring, and his reprise of “Camelot” 
is able to command the audience to a 
standing ovation by its final note. 

Rounding out the show’s core trio 
is Sir Lancelot, portrayed by Deven 
Kolluri, who’s dashing style is rivaled 
only by his delightfully over-the-top 
demeanor in the first act. Kolluri’s 
rendition of “C’est Moi” beautifully 
blends the outrageously boastful lyr- 
ics with exaggerated stage directions 
and powerful baritone vocals. As the 
show progresses, Lancelot transitions 
from French caricature, a la Beauty 
and the Beast‘s Gaston, to a passion- 
ate, devoted lover and compromising, 
tormented friend, and Kolluri handles 
the transition with expert nuance. As 
this more grounded Lancelot, Kol- 


luri serenades Guenevere and the 
audience with “If Ever I Would Leave 
You,” a touching love song made all 
the sweeter by his velvety vocals. 

An additional highlight of Lance- 
lot’s scenes in act one is the presence 
of Squire Dap (Aaron Dalla Villa) 
who, while largely voiceless, provides 
some of the most eccentric reactions 
and an abundance of sass from the 
sidelines. Fret not when the squire

disappears in act two, because Dalla 
Villa returns as a wildly eccentric 
take on the villainous Mordred. With 
the main trio of characters engulfed 
in the drama of their scandalous love 
triangle, Mordred enters at just the 
right time to inject some chaotic en- 
ergy and wicked, good fun into the 
show—particularly in “Fie on Good- 
ness!” which is quite possibly the best 
number in the production. 

The two-story wooden stage and 
colorful lights amid the trees make 
for a hauntingly beautiful nighttime 
setting for the events of Camelot to 


unfold, and congratulations are in 
order for director Scott Schwartz and 
his entire team of managers, design- 
ers, actors, musicians and Bay Street 
staff. Camelot makes for a magical 
evening and a wonderful return to 
musical theater in the Hamptons.

Whe annual Montauk Music Festi-- 


val concerts held at the Montauk 
Lighthouse are just one of the many 
ways that the Montauk Historical So- 
ciety (MHS) raises funds for the iconic 
landmark’s much-needed renovations. 

Due to COVID-19, some of the con- 
certs had to be canceled or postponed, 
but The Marshall Tucker Band’s con- 
cert on August 21 will put the fund- 
raising efforts back on track. Prior to 
COVID, two successful August con- 
certs were held for the cause, one with 
a surprise appearance by Paul Simon. 

“Such a recognizable and beloved 
structure, that was the star in raising 
the funds,” says Nick Racanelli, who 
serves on both the MHS board and 
its Lighthouse Committee, which are 
spearheading restoration fundraising 
efforts. 

Racanelli was charged with rais- 
ing the nearly $1.6 million needed 
for the renovations. After a 2016 fea- 
sibility study was conducted, it was 
determined that in order to rectify the 
problems with the lighthouse, a com- 
plete exterior restoration was needed 
on the tower. Restoration of this mag- 
nitude hasn’t been done since the late 
1800s. Work is being done in a three- 
part renovation plan. 

Phase I, completed in 2019, con- 
sisted of fixing and replacing the met- 
alwork and glasswork at the top of the 
tower. Much of the tower’s problems 
came from water seeping in from the 
top and down through into the walls, 
causing expansion and cracking of the 
mortar and stone. 

Phase II is where the project is now. 
The 225-year-old, 110-foot tower has 
been stripped down, limestone blocks 
have been replaced with original ma- 
terial, and mortar and joints have 
been repointed with the material orig- 
inally used in the 1700s. Now it needs 
to cure for about a year, after which it 
will be repainted to its former glory. 


Phase III will be recoating to the 
original colors with paint to meet the 
environmental challenges at the light- 
house. 

Racanelli said among the gen- 
erous supporters are four major 
sponsors of the project. Northwell 
Health donated $250,000, the Rob- 
ert D.L. Gardiner Foundation issued 
a $390,000 grant, and the New York 
State Economic Development and 
Preservation Fund gave $438,000, 

“while $150,000 came from Sarah 
and Maurice Iudicone. 

Recently, the MHS gave a cocktail 
party hosted by Gurney’s Star Island 
to launch a Public Capital Campaign 
for the Montauk Point Lighthouse 
restoration. The party celebrated im- 
portant donors who, together, have 
contributed more than $1.5 million 
towards repairing the tower. Now that 
Racanelli and the Lighthouse Com- 
mittee have almost met their fund- 
raising goals, they are expanding the 
campaign for other critical repairs, 
also to original specifications, for the 
buildings around the tower. 

In addition to the renovations, 
they are developing a comprehensive 
maintenance plan for going forward. 
It will enable future boards to follow 


and use the techniques/maintenance 


plan needed for the upkeep of this Na- 
tional Historic Landmark. 

In the meantime, The Marshall 
Tucker Band concert on August 
21, produced by the Montauk Mu- 
sic Festival, will provide additional 
funds for the campaign and allow 
viewers to see the progress made 
on the tower, which is about two- 
thirds of the way through. For in- 
formation about the concert, visit 
montaukmusicfestival.com.

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Frederic Tuten: 


A Life Dedicated to The Arts | .

amous New York writer and life- 

long artist Frederic Tuten recently 
completed his second solo art show at 
Harper’s bookstore and art gallery in 
East Hampton. Following that accom- 
plishment, he’s now taking a brief mo- 
ment to reflect and look ahead to the 
future. 

The exhibition, which ran from June 
26 through July 21, was titled Works 
on Cardboard and featured a color- 
ful collection of Tuten’s recent works 
using a variety of different mediums. 
Ink, crayon, pastel and oil paint were 
all employed on Tuten’s cardboard 
canvases. “The pigment is partially 
absorbed into the tan surface of the 
cardboard, muting the chroma to en- 
hance the hazy, dreamlike quality of 
his scenes,” Chris Mansour wrote for 
the Harper’s website. 

If there is an internal theme to this 


eke 


collection of Tuten’s whimsical works, 
it would be a trio of sombreros, which 
appear floating around many of the 
paintings. Met by scenic backdrops, 
varied furniture and abstracted faces, 
the sombreros find adventure wherev- 
er they go. This isn’t just a viewer's in- 
terpretation, either—Tuten is expect- 
ed to release an art book with Koenig 
Books Ltd. soon that features fanciful 
short stories alongside around 40 
of his drawings and paintings. With 
each painting of the sombreros, Tuten 
specifies that there will be “a little sto- 
ry about how the sombreros left their 
masters—their heads, so to speak.” 

Tuten’s return to the art world 
comes after a long time away. As Ida 
Panicelli wrote for Artforum, “En- 
couraged by his lifelong friend Roy Li- 
chtenstein, (Tuten) returned to paint- 
ing and drawing while in his sixties 
after a decades-long break.” 

Born in the Bronx, Tuten dropped

out of high school as a teenager to pur- 
sue his dream of becoming a painter in 
Paris. Little did he know at the time, it 
would be a successful writing career 
that was waiting for him. Aftera short 
stint at the Art Students League, he 


- graduated New York University with 


a Ph.D. in early 19th century Ameri- 
can literature and began traveling 
through South and Latin America, re- 
searching Brazilian film and Mexican 
mural painting. When Tuten returned 
to Paris, he continued writing, as well 
as teaching film and literature at the 
University of Paris. He then returned 
to New York and co-founded a gradu- 
ate program in creative writing at the 
City College of New York, which he led 
for 15 years. Throughout his writing 
career, he’s published five novels— 


The Adventures of Mao on the Long 


March, Tallien: A Brief Romance, 
Tintin in the New World, Van Gogh's 
Bad Café and The Green Hour—a 
popular 2019 memoir titled My Young 
Life and countless short-form works. 

A resident of the East Village in 
Manhattan, Tuten proudly states that 
he’s “been in the same apartment for 
60 years.” While he doesn’t live on 
the East End, he spends considerable 
time in the Hamptons, emerging ev- 
ery summer to teach short story- and 
memoir-writing classes as part of the 
annual five-day Southampton Writ- 
ers Conference at Stony Brook Uni- 
versity’s campus. He also often visits 
friends who live in the area. 

Tuten has several literary and ar- 
tistic projects planned long into the 
future. He plans to have another art 
exhibition at Harper’s next year and 


to release a new collection of short 
stories titled The Bar at Twilight. He’s 
also rewritten the titular story of The 
Bar at Twilight into a play, which he 
expects to be performed at the Man- 
chester International Festival in 2023. 
The music is being composed by Pu- 
litzer Prize-winning composer Henry 


‘Threadgill, who Tuten describes as 


“the most important composer in 
America.” 

Trying to list all of Tuten’s many 
upcoming projects would be a fool’s 
errand; the man-is constantly writ- 
ing, making art and planning for the 
future. “My dedication, my emphasis, 
my whole world now, is focused on 
writing, painting and drawing,” he 
says.

FAMILY” : 
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Our Amazing History: 


The C-5 Blimp

i May 1919, four U.S. Navy 
officers based in Montauk 
_tried to fly a blimp the size 
of a football field to Europe. 
At the time, they were stationed 
at the Montauk Naval Air Station where 
giant blimps and seaplanes based there 
_ flew along the Atlantic Ocean beaches 
on the lookout for Germans. 
World War I had ended the prior No- 
_ vember, however, and the base, with its 
towers, hangers and runway right about 
where downtown Montauk is today, had 
not yet received the order to decommis- 
sion the field. So the officers had noth- 
ing to do. What they did know, however, 
_was that in 1917, the Daily Mail, a British 
newspaper, had offered a prize of 10,000 
pounds to the first crew that could suc- 
cessfully fly an aircraft across the Atlan- 
tic. Some had already tried and failed, 
with some of those lost at sea. No one 
had yet succeeded. 


The four men were Lt. J. 
Campbell, Lt J.V. Lawrence, 
Lt. Charles Little and Lt. Cdr. 
E. W. Coll. The C-5 blimp 

lifted off from Montauk on 
May 14, 1919 in clear weather. 
Heading out to sea, they followed 
a route that would take them over New- 
foundland, past Greenland, Iceland and 
then, triumphantly, to a landing field on 
the west coast of Ireland. They expected 
that with the prevailing winds, the flight 
would take about 40 hours. : 

Unfortunately, they ran into a ter- 
rible storm. They bumped along so 
badly that all four got airsick. Then, 
several times, the twin Hispano-Suiza 
engines failed and, without power, the 

blimp drifted frighteningly off course 
until the engines could be restarted. 
Then, just before reaching the coast of 
Newfoundland, their radio navigation 
equipment failed. They'd have to abort. 
As they rocked and rolled above 


Newfoundland into the night, they sent 


out a message to anyone 
who could guide them to 
St. John’s, Newfound- 
land and its airfield. 
If they couldn’t find it, 
they'd be blown out to 
sea and lost. A reply came from a ship, 
the Chicago, berthed at St. John’s. They 
were asked if they could see a railroad 
track below. They said they could. The 
Chicago said to follow it and it would 
dead-end at St. John’s. ; 


And so that’s what they did. The 


blimp was anchored at the airfield and 
about 100 men from the Chicago at- 
tempted to hold the blimp down with 
ropes. This was successful, and the 
four fliers were helped out, given food 
and a place to sleep. 

During the night, however, the storm 
worsened, and in winds exceeding 
40 miles an hour, the C-5 broke free, 
and flew off until last seen by a British 
steamship 80 miles out at sea. 

The next month, two British fliers

flew a modified Vickers Vimy bomber 
from Newfoundland to Ireland to 
claim the prize presented by Winston 
Churchill before he became England’s 
prime minister. Later that year, a New 
York City hotel owner named Raymond 
Orteig offered $25,000 to the first per- 
son who could fly nonstop across the 
Atlantic alone. Also later that year, the 
Montauk Naval Air Station was decom- 
missioned and the officers sent home. 

It wasn’t until 1927 that Charles 
Lindbergh flew his Spirit of St. Louis 
from Roosevelt Field on Long Island to 
Paris to claim that later prize. 

Framed photographs of the C-5 
blimp at Montauk with its 50-man 
ground crew are on display on the 
walls of the Shagwong Tavern in down- 
town Montauk today.

An Installation Unlike

n integration of art and nature. 

That’s how Tundra Wolf, co- 
owner of the Nova’s Ark Project out of 
Water Mill, described the installation 
built on a 90-acre plot, where barns 
double as sculpture workshops, and 
sheep drink from water troughs be- 
hind towering, futuristic forms of 
twisted steel. 

Tundra emphasises the importance 
of sustainability in everything the 
project does. Her elliptical home is 
designed to leave a minimal footprint 
on the Earth, a system of rotation 
gives the land time to recover from 
cattle grazing and various measures 
from installing new ponds to culti- 
vating wild grasses help to reduce 
soil erosion. It wouldn't be unusual 
to see a family of deer peering shyly 
through the folds and gaps of a 15- 
foot sculpture. 

“Our future journey from terrafir- 


ma to heaven is as important as the 
ancient journey from ocean to land,” 
Tundra says in explaining the unique 
approach. 

The project is taking an active role in 
conservation efforts both here at home 
and abroad. Greeting visitors is a pride 
of multicolored, life-size lion statues, 
part of a collaboration this summer be- 
tween the Nova’s Ark Project, Tusk and 
the African Community and Conserva- 
tion Foundation. The initiative seeks to 
use art to raise awareness about the 
endangerment of African lions. 

This philosophy of harmony and 
natural balance is reflected in the 
many works of art that populate the 
landscape, produced by Romanian- 
born sculptor, architect and polymath 
Nova Mihai Popa. Before his passing 
in 2009, Nova produced a litany of 
inspired pieces out of his workshop 
on the same land, and developed over 
a long career a masterful and entirely 
original style. The project opened to 


the public in 2014. 

Each sculpture has an eerie qual- 
ity of timelessness that evokes both 
the ancient past and a glittering, 
spacefaring future. The five metallic 
figures of Astronauts resemble the 
monolithic Polynesian heads of Eas- 
ter Island and also the sleek, aero- 
dynamic curves of a NASA rocket. 
As one stands in the shadow of these 
forms the effect is completed by a 
neigh from a nearby horse or the col- 
orful flash of a butterfly that grounds 
the whole experience in a harmoni- 
ous natural world. 

Growing up in communist Roma- 
nia as a young man before escaping 
persecution and moving to the Unit- 
ed States, Nova was intimately famil- 
iar with two vastly different societ- 
ies and, in Tundra’s words, “saw the 
beauty and flaws of both systems.” 
His art reflects this understanding 
by returning to an almost primitive 
aesthetic. These sculptures draw on 


universal symbols: stars, geometric 
shapes and human faces. His body of 
work may best be described as “uni- 
versalist,” relevant to people of all 
cultures and creeds. 
Among Nova’s insights that live on 
in the farm is a prototype in the de- 
sign philosophy of a self-contained, 
self-sufficient Earth city, or habitats 


‘that minimize the exploitation of the 


planet. Such a vision is deeply rel- 
evant for the world today. _

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O by Rissaki: 


Restaurateur’s Latest Hamptons 
Debut Amid Pandemic Opens in 


East Hampton

hen it comes to 2020-2021 

food industry stories, many 
are rather bleak and unfortunate, and 
while those are important stories to 
record, the same can be said for suc- 
cess stories of this time period, as 
well. These glimmers of hope shine 
even brighter when viewed against the 
dark year and a half the East End, and 
the world, has endured. Kissaki, which 
first opened in NoHo in January 2020 
and has opened five locations in the 
tri-state area, is one such success story 
and will celebrate the debut of the new 
O by Kissaki in East Hampton this 
weekend. 

Following last weekend’s closing of 
the summer Kissaki X Fish Cheeks 
pop-up at the Montauk Angler’s Club, 
owner and serial entrepreneur Garry 
Kanfer is bringing the staff and fla- 
vors of that experiment to a new year- 
round East Hampton location, the 
former home of Bamboo and Zok-kon. 
O by Kissaki joins Kissaki in Water 
Mill as the restaurant’s second loca- 
tion in the Hamptons, although it may

be more accurate to think of them as 
sister establishments, as the concepts 
are fairly different. 

Kissaki established itself in Wa- 
ter Mill with a menu focused on an 


omakase sushi experience; in contrast, . 


“O will be more kitchen heavy, based 
on robata ... meat, chicken, seafood on 
there,” explains Mark Garcia, partner 
and executive chef of both Hamp- 
tons restaurants. So while Water Mill 
boasts a wider sushi selection than 
East Hampton, robata items will be 
exclusive to the new O by Kissaki. For 
those unfamiliar with the Japanese 
terms, omakase is an extended sushi 


dinner, often involving a chef prepar-. 
ing one piece of fish at a time for a_ 


guest seated at the sushi counter, and 
robata is a style of Japanese barbecue, 
usually involving slow-grilled skewers. 

The goal of O by Kissaki is to honor 
and share traditional Japanese cui- 
sine, expanding the palates of Ameri- 
can sushi-lovers beyond basic rolls 
and other common dishes. The res- 
taurant serves carefully sourced and 
seasonal dishes including raw and 
cooked fish, classic maki, Chef Gar-

cia’s specialty nigiri, akamai crudo 
and hotate crudo. The enticing robata 
menu is served with petite greens, 
shaved scallion, micro wasabi and ci- 
lantro; shio koji chicken with negi and 
green kosho; steelhead trout in a fish 
marinade with citrus egg sauce and 
ohba oil; and lobster tail with sweet 
miso butter and togarashi threads. 
The drink menu consists of many Jap- 
anese-inspired cocktails, Blue Door 
draft sake, wine, beer and nonalco- 
holic beverages. 

Garcia confirms that Kissaki’s 
popular maki maker robot, which 
made headlines when the Water Mill 
restaurant opened, will be introduced 
in East Hampton, as well. In fact, he 
and Kanfer hope to implement these 
helpful robots at all future locations, 
including the Wynwood location com- 
ing to Miami next year. “Maki is a part 
of fusion that’s always in demand,” 
Garcia says, emphasizing the robots’ 
important role in the Kissaki formula. 

When asked how the Kissaki for- 


mula has proven so successful in - 


this incredibly difficult period for the 
restaurant industry, Kanfer is quick 
to point out the not-so secret. “Like 
everyone who comes to the restaurant 
tells us, we have a good product,” he 
says. “That’s what’s definitely bring- 
ing them back—we have good food, 
good service and a pretty successful 
model.” 

Garcia adds that he and Kanfer were 


quick to react to the changing market 


in 2020 and made critical pivots to © 


help the business succeed during the 
pandemic. The Water Mill location 
was actually opened last summer 
with the express purpose of provid- 
ing much-desired outdoor dining to 
the Kissaki fans who could only order 
takeout at the two NYC locations un- 
der the state guidelines at the time. 
“The challenge has been very reward- 
ing,” Garcia says. 

O by Kissaki opens on August 13 at 
47 Montauk Highway, East Hamp- 
ton and is open Wednesday—Sunday, 
5-10 p.m. For more information, call

B atting in the Artists 
and Writers Char- 
ity Softball Game has en- 
hanced the careers of many 
people over the years. When 
Bill Clinton came to play, he was 

just the governor of Arkansas. Later he 
became president of the United States. 
After Carl Ichan played all those years 
ago, a stadium with his name on it got 
built on Randall’s Island. This sort of 
thing can happen to you. 

Consider the actor Alec Baldwin. 
When he first played he was. just 
another handsome male actor who 
starred in action movies. After play- 
ing in the Artists and Writers Game, 
he become famous worldwide, espe- 
cially for 30 Rock and later for his 
performance as Donald Trump on 
Saturday Night Live. 

Martha Stewart was just a writer of 
cookbooks and catering guides. After 
playing in the game, she went on to 
build a homemaker’s lifestyle empire 
unparalleled in the English-speaking 
world. 

Abbie Hoffman, the hippie, played 
back in the early years. He took a 
ball and a strike and then ran off to 
- steal first base. Although he got called 
back, the idea blossomed into a best- 
selling book called Steal This Book. 
After that, there was no turning back. 

Woody Allen played when he was in 
town filming Annie Hall in 1977. The 
following year, the movie won an Os- 
car for Best Original Screenplay, and 
after that the award-winning films 
just flowed out of him. He won a Best 
Picture Oscar for Hannah and Her 
Sisters in 1987 and Midnight in Paris 
in 2012—all because he batted in the 
Artists-Writers Game. 

Supreme Court Judge Stephen 
Breyer umpired in 1996. In that game, 
he famously called a fly ball foul, and 
then, after a chorus of objections, 
20 seconds later reversed himself, 
resulting in the Writers getting two 
runs that helped them win the game. 
After that, he went on to greatness on 
the court, a reliable anchor of liberal 
decision-making. No further call re- 
versals ever happened after the game. 

Avery Corman was considered a 
good but not great writer before play- 
ing the game. After playing, his great 


and widely celebrated novel 
Kramer vs. Kramer sprang 
out of his typing fingers full 
blown. 

Jackson Pollock and Wil- 
lem de Kooning played in 
the first Artists and Writers 

game in 1948. Neither of them was 
a household name at that time, but af- 
terwards, their work was considered 
fabulous and fame followed, espe- 
cially for Willem de Kooning. Jackson 
Pollock’s work burned brighter after 
the game, but it was cut short by his 
untimely death in 1956. 

New York Yankee catcher Yogi Ber- 
ra threw out the first ball in the 1990s 
event and afterwards became famous 
in a book about the things he said, 
such as “It ain’t over till it’s over” and 
“Tt’s like déja vu all over again.” 

Bianca Jagger played in the Artists 
and Writers Game. Before it she was 
just known as Mick Jagger’s wife. Af- 


terwards, she was celebrated as a re- 
former in her native Nicaragua. 

When Jerry Larsen played, he was 
just the chief of police of East Hamp- 
ton Village. After the game, he went on 
to become a mayor who in a very short 
time has done a whole lot of good. 

Sen. Eugene McCarthy played in the 
Artists and Writers game in 1968. Be- 
fore the game he had run in a primary 
against President Lyndon Johnson 
and lost. But after McCarthy played 
in the game, President Johnson con- 
cluded McCarthy had come so close to 
winning that he, the president, should 
decline to run for another term, a de- 
cision that ended his political life. 

The painter Larry Rivers was al- 
ready an accomplished and celebrated 
artist before he played in the game, 
but afterwards his paintings were 
selling for 10 times more than they 
had been selling for before. 

Actress Mercedes Ruehl was just 
another good film actress before she 
played in the Artists and Writers 
Game, but afterwards she won an 
Academy Award for her role in the 
film The Fisher King. : 

Neil Simon played in the game but 
afterward he stopped writing his 
great Broadway shows. He is the ex- 
ception that proves the rule, as a re- 
sult of what happened to him.

Paul Simon was famous for his 
songwriting before he played in the 
game, and he was just as famous after 
the game. He couldn't have climbed 
much higher in the music business be- 
fore the game came along, so because 
he continued on at his high level for so 
many years, we have to consider it a 
win-win. He also was a great softball 
player. 

Sir Howard Stringer announced 
the game for 10 years and afterwards ~ 
moved to Japan where he served as 
chairman and CEO of Sony for the 
next nine years. Upward and onward. 

Celebrated author Kurt Vonnegut 
played in the game after moving to 
Sagaponack in 1976 and afterwards 
made a modestly successful second 
career as an artist. 

Author Tom Wolfe played in the 
game in 1986 and the following year 
wrote Bonfire of the Vanities, a book 
that some consider his greatest work. 

Yes, celebrities, up your game by

catch is made. It is a 7-foot-tall piping 
plover. 

No national baseball team has a pip- 
ing plover as a mascot. The Mets have 
Mr. Met, a baseball head up on top of a 
costumed cartoon character running 

around Citi Field. The Long Island 
Ducks baseball team has a 7-foot-tall 
_duck as a mascot. 

Piping plovers are little, skittery 
birds that you see out on the beaches, 
disrupting where Hampton beachgo- 
ers usually set down blankets by irre- 
sponsibly building their nests in those 
places, thus requiring that now fenc- 
ing be placed around the nests to keep 
them from harm, since piping plovers 
are an endangered species. 


This new mascot is the ter- 
rifying granddaddy of all 
piping plovers, and I found 
it in an online catalogue 
featuring pictures of wear- 
able costumed mascots. The 
mascot is made in China and the 

company that makes it declares it to 
be an eagle, but I know a piping plover 
when I see one. It just sort of jumped 
out at me. 

I ordered it on Amazon in June, 
figuring that would be ample time for 
them to get this piping plover before 
game day on Saturday, August 21 in 
Herrick Park behind the Stop & Shop 
in East Hampton. 

Indeed, in the initial information 
about this thing, it said it could be 
delivered by June 28. So I ordered it. 
But then, when I pressed the button 
to make the order official, it told me it 
would be at my front door in a card- 
board box somewhere between August 
1 and August 15. I thought this August 
15 date was pretty close to game day 
and if it were even just a little late we 
wouldn’t get it on time. So I chose to 


have expedited delivery for an extra 
$20, thinking they'd put a special sign 
on the box and Id get it in a matter of 
days. But the $20 only earned me a 
statement that the mascot would ar- 
rive between August 1 and August 8. A 
week. So I crossed my fingers. 

In late July, President Joe Biden 
laid down the law to the Chinese. 

And 
I was really worried that the presi- 
dent would announce a moratorium 
on things from China and my piping 
plover might not get here at all. That 
would be bad. But then, a week later, 
still in July, the piping plover arrived. 

Success! 

One of my sons put the costume on 
and assumed a pose in front of our 
pool. He scowled. The scowl does not 
change. It is part of this character’s fa- 
cial expression. No opposing team can 
possibly defeat us on this field. But he 
needs a first name. 

Name our piping plover. The

t’s spring 2021. I am about to play 
the iconic Dr. Ruth Westheimer. 

I’ve a home court advantage. Ruth 
Westheimer’s a family friend. She 
sambaed at our children’s weddings. 
When I see her, I literally pick her up 
in the air to hug her. That is, till she 
said, “You cannot pick me up anymore, 
I’m an endangered species!” 

When Ruth hears I’m to portray 
her, she exclaims, “Terrrrrrrrr-IFIC!” 
with such irrepressible optimism that 
even the end of the word upticks. Ever 
the Supporter-in-Chief, Ruth throws 
open the doors of her Washington 
Heights and Lake Oscawana homes 
and gifts me with a bounty of phone 
calls. My job? Drink her in: her his- 
tory, her view of the world and how 
these affect her speech pattern, walk, 
clothing. ... How personal did I get? 
On opening night, Ruth is escorted 
on stage during curtain call and, un- 
planned, is wearing the exact same 
outfit as my costume! 

Her apartment explodes with un- 
forgettable pictures with the “unfor- 
gettables” of the planet: presidents, 
prime ministers, even maestro Zubin 
Mehta, with whom she waltzes. The 
topper? Thousands of turtle figu- 
rines! Why turtles everywhere? 
I learn: “Turtles have no nat- 
ural predators.” 

Ironically, Ruth has had 
much experience with pred- 
ators: In 1938 at age 10, 
with her father already 
in Buchenwald, 
she’s ripped away 
from her mother 
and grandmother 
and _ selected as 
one of just 300 
(of over 500,000) 
German Jewish 
children to be sent on 
a Kindertransport. 
Though this stroke of 
good fortune saved her 
life, it tore her from her 
roots, her immediate 
family, her country, her 
heritage. 

Ruth thought she'd be 
in Switzerland’s Wart- 
heim Orphanage for six 
months. She was there 
for six years. From the 
crucial ages of 10 to 13, 
she was never physically 


embraced, not even touched. It 
wasn’t until she fell in love 
with Walter, “a younger 
man ... I was 13, he 


was 12,” that Ruth A

came alive. Walter 
not only hugged and 
kissed her, he snuck 
his textbooks to her 
so she could, in secrecy, 
educate herself long after 
curfew. 

“Walter saved my intellectual life.” 

That Ruth grew up to become THE 
renowned international sex therapist 
from such an adolescence is extraor- 
dinary. 

Denied a high school education, she 
was certified as a professional Swiss 
maid at war’s end. Instead of cleaning 
houses, she left for Palestine, joined 
the Jewish underground army (Haga- 
nah), trained as a sniper (and is still a 
great shot) and fought in the War of 
Independence. When a grenade criti- 
cally wounded her, blowing off the 
top of her right foot, against all odds, 
Ruth re-learned to walk, then to run,

hen Elsy was growing 
W up penniless in Hon- 

duras, she felt blessed 
to live near a river due to her 
home’s lack of running wa- 
ter and plumbing. Yet, the ris- 
ing tides would often flood the 
bamboo-and-brick structure 
— eventually forcing her par- 
ents to move further into the 
nearby village, where Elsy 
lived with her eight siblings. 

Her father eventually 
walked out on them when she 
was Six, and, in her words, “life 
became even harder.” 

“After sixth grade I stopped 
attending school,” she said. “TI 
left school to help my mother 
look after the younger children 
while she went to work. As a 
teenager I started to worry 
about our situation and won- 
der what would happen with 
my life.” . 

Elsy’s life is captured in 
detail in Sharon Hollins’ 
new book “Crossings: Untold 
Stories of Undocumented 
Migrants,” which spends 
12 chapters recounting the 
lives of a dozen immigrants 
and their extraordinary 
journies to America. 


For Elsy, her family’s first 
foray to the land of oppor- 
tunity came when she was 
14, and her mother made the 
treacherous trip to America, 
believing it was the best way 
to improve her childrens’ eco- 
nomic prospects. 

Without her mom to look 
after her, Elsy eventually re- 
connected with her estranged 
father, and began living with 
him, her stepmom, and her 
three half-siblings in a differ- 
ent area of Honduras. 

The reunion wouldn’t last 
long, however. Just before her 
15th birthday, three gun-weld- 
ing men opened fire on the 
family, killing her dad, and 
shooting Elsy in the chest. 

“The bullets started whiz- 
zing past my head and going 
through the wood of my dad’s 
house behind me,” she said. 
“IT could hear dishes break- 
ing inside the house as bullets 
sprayed the kitchen.” 

“Twas lucky,” she said. “The 
bullet had gone in through my 
back and out the other side. 
You can still see the mark from 
the bullet hole.” 

Elsy eventually took up 


‘taled 18 people, 


witha hostriena who she left. 
after he “forced himself” upon 
her. But, she later found out, 
her life would changed forever. 
“My .world initially came 
crashing down when J figured 
out that I was pregnant,” she 
said. “The pregnancy was from 
the rape, and I had few options 
and didn’t know what to do.” 
Eventually, Elsy gave 
birth to a baby girl named 
Astrid. Her love for her new- 
born was overwhelming, and 
the thought of separating her- 
self from Astrid was devastat- 
ing, but Elsy knew that going 


‘to the United States was her 


best option to keep Astrid out 
of extreme poverty that was 
rampant in Honduras. 

So Elsy found a female coy- 
ote (the name for a person who 
smuggles people illegally), who 
took her by car to Guatemala, 
and then Mexico, where she 
waited on overcrowded dirty 
floors for about a week, while 
waiting for more potential bor- 
der-crossers to join them. 

Eventually, the group to- 
and they 
boarded a bus for the next rung 
of their journey. 

“If you think that sounds 
okay—it wasn’t,” Eksy recalls. 
“The journey was excruciat- 
ing. Eighteen hours sitting on 
the floor in a small space with 
no stops to get out and go to the 
bathroom,” she said.” : 

When their “suffocating” 
journey finally took them to the 
U.S.-Mexico border, the group 
gathered secretly after dark in 
a three-bedroom house, which 
was usually filled with around 
50 people. 

“The coyotes drink and use 
drugs,” Elsy said. “Sometimes 
the men take some of the girls 
from the groups and force the 
girls to have sex with them.” 

“Avoiding that fate, Elsy pa- 
tiently waited until it was fi- 
nally their time to go, when she 
received her instructions: 

“We are going to drive you 
for about an hour to a place 
near the border,” a coyote told 
her. “Once we get you to this 
place, then this is what you are 
going to do — get out and run!” 

About 40 people braved 
barbed-wire fencing for hours 


by foot, before reaching await- 
ing cars, and drove all the way 
to Los Angeles. 

“We had made it!” Elsy 
said. 

Her care-taking coyote 
helped her pick out some new 
clothes, before flying Elsy to 


_ New York in April to be with 


her mother. (Long before 9/11, 
airport security wasnt as 
strict as it is today for domes- 
tic flights). 

~ She reconnected with her 
mom, who had been working as 
a nanny for a family in Brook- 
lyn, who drove Elsy’s mom to 
pick her up at the airport. 

“My mom came armed with 
hugs, kisses and a nice sweater 
for me.” 

The next day, Elsy bean 
work helping the sister of her 


mother’s employer, looking af- 


ter five kids. By 1997, Elsy had 
managed to get a salary in- 
crease to $420 a week, which she 
sent home to her daughter and 
other family members — except 
for spending a small amount on 
English classes, which helped 


her become fluent. 

When her employer moved 
to anew state, Elsy began work- 
ing for a different family in East 
Northport on Long Island. 

“It so happened that they 
had a friend called Willy who 
had just been divorced. The 
family was helping him by let- 
ting him stay in their. home, 
and that is how Imet ay future 
husband,” she said. 

Willy and Elsy Secatilly 
had two children, and they 
were able to file the proper pa- 
perwork to allow Astrid to join 
them in America. When Willy 
got a good job at a local busi- 
ness, the family was.able to buy 
their own home in 2006. Astrid 
would go up to join the Navy, be- 
fore heading off to college. ~ 

Now, the immigrant enjoys 
her stable life in America, and 
has expressed her eternal grati- 
tude to the country she worked 
so hard to live in. 

“T love this country and ev- 
erything it has given me,” Elsy 
says. “I think for me, I achieved 
the American dream.”

A almost new novel coronavirus has reached 
our shores in the form of the Delta variant. 

Tt now represents 83% of COVID-19 cases seen 
nationally. The Delta variant is 60% more conta- 
gious than the original variant of 18 months ago. It 
also presents differently. 

The Delta variant presents with less loss of smell 
and cough but more fever, congestion, headache 
and diarrhea. Ninety-seven percent of deaths from 
COVID-19 in the US in the last 45.days have been 
unvaccinated. 

The Regeneron ready-made antibody produced 
right here in New York State and developed by Dr. 
George Yancopoulos, MD of Regeneron, who trained 


at Columbia University, has worked well against the 
Delta variant. The Delta variant is spreading so fast 
that many unvaccinated will get sick, hospitalized 
or die of COVID, and we will probably speed toward 
herd immunity in the next six months. 

The virus needs a hotel called humans to live in. 
This is where it has time to mutate. The more people 
who get COVID-19 and survive and the more that 
are vaccinated, the faster the virus will subside. 

The greatest hope is with oral antiviral pills be- 
ing researched by Merck, Pfizer and Innovation 
Pharmaceuticals. It will be like Tamiflu for influ- 
enza. Once oral antivirals are approved, a person 
who tests positive for COVID-19 and has symptoms 
will take an oral antiviral pill to knock out the 
virus. ; 


Things will get better. Hope and healing are on 
the way thanks to great scientists, many of whom 
have roots right here in New York State. For now, 
when I shop or I’m indoors or on buses or planes, I 
will wear my mask and keep my UVC air sanitizer 
on. 
~ You have either a one in 500 chance of dying from 
COVID-19 or a one ina million chance of dying from 
COVID-19. Get vaccinated, please.

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THE MONTAUK LIGHTHOUSE IS THE OLDEST IN NEW YORK STATE.

RY’ Long Island destinations are 
as singularly impressive as Mon- 
tauk, the easternmost point in New 
York State, located on the tip of the 
South Fork. 

As one stands at one of Montauk’s 
many scenic spots, staring out into the 
seemingly endless Atlantic Ocean, it 
truly feels like you’ve reached the end 
of the world. And honestly, that’s just 
fine. There’s nowhere else you'd rather 
be at that moment. 

“Montauk is a unique and im- 
portant hamlet in the Town of East 
Hampton,” says East Hampton 
Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc. 
"With its vibrant downtown busi- 
ness district immediately adjacent 
to beautiful ocean beaches, the larg- 
est commercial fishing port in New 
York State, and preserved open 
space that totals 70% of Montauk’s 
land mass, it is a destination for 
East Hampton residents and visitors 
alike.” 

Already home to multiple native 


tribes when the Dutch arrived in the 
early 1600s, Montauk has a long histo- 
ry as acolonial outpost, a center for ag- 
riculture and seafaring, a playground 
for the rich and a strategic location 
for the U.S. military. Claiming more 
saltwater fishing world records than 
any other port on the planet, today it 
remains a bucket-list spot for surf an- 
glers and is home to the state’s largest 
commercial fishing fleet. And for the 
countless visitors who don’t arrive 
with rod and reel, there’s also miles of 
public space—including long stretches 
of idyllic beach—just waiting to be 
explored. 

Since, for many, it’s a fairly lengthy 
drive to actually reach Montauk, 
you'll want to make the most of your 
time there. Here are some highly rec- 
ommended hangouts: 


HISTORY WITH A VIEW 


No trip to Montauk is com- 
plete without a visit to the iconic 
Montauk Lighthouse (2000 
Montauk Highway, 631-668-5340, 
montauklighthouse.com), towering 


proudly above Montauk Point. The 
first and oldest lighthouse in New 
York State (fourth oldest active in the 
U.S.), it was authorized in 1792 by the 
Second Congress, under President 
George Washington, and completed 
on- November 5, 1796. It still aids navi- 
gation today, while providing visitors 
with breathtaking views of Block Is- 
land and the Atlantic Ocean. There’s 


‘also an excellent museum inside its 


circa-1860 keepers’ house, featur- 
ing historical documents and photo- 
graphs, whaling artifacts and more, 
as well as a gift shop inside its Conway 
Visitor Center. ; 

Your exploration of Montauk history 
needn't end there. Another essential 
stop is Second House Museum (12 
Second House Road, 631-668-2544, 
montaukhistoricalsociety.org), the 
oldest structure in the area, built in 
1746 and expanded in 1797. Once the 
home of one of three area shepherds 
(each with their own house) who col- 
lectively tended what was once a vast 
pasture, Second House now delights 
visitors with its tranquil gardens and 


a museum focused on local history, 
particularly Montauk’s Native Ameri- 
can past. ‘ 

And for a truly unique experience 
that fuses history with pop culture 
and nature, spend a day explor- 
ing Camp Hero State Park (1898 
Montauk Highway, 
parks.ny.gov/parks/97), | occupying 
a stunning 754 oceanfront acres, 


- including a portion of the former 


Montauk Air Force Station, decom- 
missioned in. 1981. Conspiracy ru- 
mors regarding the base have cir- 
culated for decades—including tales 
of strange Cold War-era time-travel 
experiments conducted underground 
in a vast network of tunnels and bun- 
kers—partly inspiring the hit Netflix 
horror/sci-fi series Stranger Things. 
You can see remnants of the facilities 
today, notably a massive radar tower 
that still stands (and some say moves 
on its own), while also enjoying picnic 
areas, a beach and trails for hiking, 
biking, horseback riding and cross- 
country skiing, plus world-class surf 
fishing.

18 HOLES IN HEAVEN 
Fishermen aren't the only sports- 

men who drool at the thought of a 

Montauk vacation. We'd be remiss to 


not mention that for golfers, there’s— 


Montauk Downs State Park (50 
South Fairview Avenue, 631-668-3781, 
parks.ny.gov/parks/29), including an 
18-hole championship course, driving 
- range, tennis courts, swimming pool 
and restaurant. Originally developed 
in 1927 by Carl G. Fisher as a private 
course, everyone can now enjoy Mon- 
tauk Downs, consistently rated as one 
- of America’s top public golf courses. Be 
prepared for ‘a challenge, though: The 
course is one of the windiest locations 
in the country and weather conditions 
can make the play different each day. 


SAND AND SURF 

_ As you might imagine, all forms of 
saltwater pursuits are the dominant 
activities in Montauk. For surfers and 
bodyboarders, paradise can be found 
at the always-popular Ditch Plains 
Beach (48 Ditch Plains Road), where 
one can typically hang ten and find 
great waves. Multiple local surfing busi- 
nesses offer gear rental and lessons at 
Ditch Plains, and there are public rest- 
rooms and outdoor showers, as well as 
food trucks. Parking can be tricky, since 
it is limited and by permit only, so it’s

better to park at the nearby Montauk 
Lighthouse and walk. 
You may, however, prefer to watch 


the surfers, rather than actually jump 


on a board yourself. In that case, 
spend an hour or two hiking the trails 
at Shadmoor State Park (900 
Montauk Highway, 631-668-3781, 
parks.ny.gov/parks/16), which — lead 
to majestic cliffs overlooking Ditch 
Plains. It’s a relatively quick (40 to 15 
minutes) and easy walk, and the views 
from the top are some of Montauk’s 
best. 

‘Another great option for enjoying 
the Montauk beaches, without paying 
excessively to do so, is to visit Hither 
Hills State Park (464 Old Montauk 
Highway, Montauk; 631-668-2554; 
parks.ny.gov/parks/122) which costs 
just $10 per car, or is free with the NY 
State Empire Pass. There’s a lovely 
beach and playground, a huge ocean- 
front campground, biking and hiking 
trails and the popular “walking dunes” 
of Napeague Harbor. It’s also a beloved 
surf-fishing spot that’s open ean roen 
to anglers. 

That’s only scratching the surface of 
Montauk’s bountiful beachfront. Lo- 
cals and regular visitors all have their 
favorites, so you may want to try a few 
different options, depending on crowds, 
parking and related fees. Popular spots 
include Gin Beach (East Lake Drive), 
Kirk Park Beach (95 South Emerson 
Avenue, Amsterdam Beach Pre- 
serve (Montauk Highway) and Atlan- 
tic Avenue Beach (Atlantic Avenue 
off Bluff Road). 


ON THE WATERFRONT 
After basking on Montauk’s vast 
stretches of pristine, unspoiled beach- 


_front, you may feel the urge to return 


to civilization, even if just briefly. Head 
over to Gosman’s Dock (West Lake 
Drive, 631-668-5330, gosmans.com), 
founded in 1943 by fish vendors Robert 
and Mary Gosman. 

Owned by six Satiersal fisher- 
men from Montauk, Inlet Seafood 
(541 East Lake Drive, 631-668-4272, 
inletseafood.com) has earned its place 
on several best seafood restaurants 
lists. Whether it’s shellfish from the raw 
bar or rolls from the sushi menu, Inlet 
has something for all seafood lovers. 

Enjoy the feeling of your feet in the 
sand and the flavors of fine dining at 
Navy Beach (16 Navy Road, 631-668- 
6868, navybeach.com/montauk). Con-

Local Paddlers Invite Community to 
Stand Up for the Ocean

A mixed crowd of stand-up pad- 
dlers are gathering at Havens Beach 
in Sag Harbor on Sunday, August 15 at 
10 a.m. for Stand Up for the Ocean, a 
paddle race to benefit and promote the 
fight against climate change through 
Project Zero. ; 

Accessible to paddlers of all ages 
and skill levels, including kids, the

race will be separated into one-mile, 
three-mile and six-mile courses so 
everyone can participate without feel- 
ing overwhelmed or intimidated. An 
awards ceremony will follow, honoring 
three winners from each course. The 
beach will also be lively with activi- 
ties all morning, including food and 
drink, photo-ops with mermaids and 
mermen, as well as stand-up paddling 
(SUP) lessons and SUP yoga classes.

The free SUP lessons with Paddle 
Diva founder and East Hampton 
resident Gina Bradley and her crew 
begin at 11 a.m., while certified yoga 


and paddleboard instructor Amanda | 


“Min” Bruno hosts her SUP yoga class- 
es for $25 (each limited to 20 people 
on a first-come, first-served basis) at 
10 a.m. and 11 a.m. 

Organized by Project Zero owner 
and founder Michele Clarke and 


Standup. Journal editor and East 
Hampton resident Evelyn O’Doherty, 
with help from Bradley, Stand Up for 
the Ocean is part of Project Zero’s ef- 


fort to ramp up their ocean advocacy 


endeavors and programs as a result of 
recent global events that have made 


‘the need for action clearer and more 


critical than ever. 

O’Doherty and Bradley explain 
that Clarke reached out to them, two 
of the most recognizable figures in 
the local SUP comniunity, with the 
idea of a paddleboard race to benefit 
Project Zero. “She really wanted to 
create some kind of water-based ac- 
tivity event, as a fundraiser for Project 
Zero, and she loved the idea of doing

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a stand-up paddle race,” O’Doherty 
says. “Once she made that decision, 
somebody recommended both Gina 
and I to her as a way of moving the 
whole event forward and keeping it 
local.” 

Stand Up for the Ocean is even 
more significant this summer because 
one of the biggest SUP fundraisers of 
the season, Hamptons Paddle for the 
Pink, has been canceled for its second 
consecutive year. “This is. a really nice 
way to fill in that gap,” O’Doherty says, 
explaining that Paddle for the Pink 
organizer Maria Baum has taken a 
step back and is currently looking for 
- someone to take over her role produc- 
ing the race. 

But beyond simply filling a gap, 
O'Doherty says this race is about ca- 
maraderie and the cause—preserving 
the ocean is vital to the overall health 
of the planet. “It’s really wonderful. It’s 
a way of building community, gather- 
ing people together and then educat- 
ing them at the same time about an 
environmental crisis that we all need 
to be aware of,” she says, noting that 
Clarke will also be at the race to share 
materials and talk about Project Zero. 

The exact course has yet to be set for 
Sunday’s race, but O’Doherty says it 


will follow a three-mile triangle with a 
second lap added for the six-mile race. 
Weather and water conditions that 
day will determine paddlers’ proxim- 


ity to shore. The children’s course will — 


likely be a bit shorter than a mile, and 
the women are making a special effort 
to get young paddlers on the water. 

“We're deliberately trying to create 
this race so it is absolutely accessible 
to everybody,” O’Doherty says. “The 
idea here is to just have fun and raise 
some awareness and raise some funds 
for the ocean, but really it’s about a day 
of festival on the water,” she continues, 
explaining that the three-mile course 
is a recreational race where anybody 
can participate, while more competi- 
tive paddlers can still get some real ac- 
tion on the six-mile course. “You don’t 
even have to race, you can just paddle 
the course and have that be your of- 
fering, the registration fee, towards 
Project Zero’s initiative.” 

Entry in the race is $75 for adult 
paddlers, who must register online 
by 4 p.m. Friday, August 13, while 
children cost just $35 and can join on- 
site. Larger donations are, of course, 
always welcome and can be inputted 
on the registration form. “When par- 
ents get down there with kids and they

see how un-intimidating it is, they’re 
going to want to sign up for the kids 
paddle,” Bradley says. 

“People hear ‘race’ and they get in- 
timated; but this is also just a day to 
come out, get on the water, feel the 
vibe, look at the horizon and get a per- 
spective from the water to the shore,” 
Bradley continues. “That’s one thing 
I’m really excited about—sure there 
will be some real serious competition 
with the six-mile race, and that’s the

exciting part, but the fun will also be 
in the three-mile and the one-mile, 
and the kids [races].” 

Agreeing, Evelyn adds, “We're try- 
ing to change the perception of racing 
as being this intense, super-compet-_ 
itive sport, into more of an inclusive, 
let’s just get together, enjoy each other, 
have some laughs and do something 
that’s great for the environment.

take the necessary precautions when venturing out- 


And there is a lot of time being spent out and 
about the East End this year, after the miserable 
year 2020 was—with weddings, cocktail parties, 
backyard barbecues, pool parties and other outdoor 
festivities making their return. 

East End Tick & Mosquito Control knows that 
mosquitos like to crash these sunlit soirées all too 
frequently and have thus developed a safe and effec- 
tive spray to protect family, friends and pets during 
outdoor events.

In addition to sprays, what are some per- 
sonal protective measures one can take 
against mosquitos? 

1. Drill holes in the bottom, not the sides, of gar- 
bage and recycling containers stored outdoors. 

2. Keep gutters clean, unclogged and flowing. 

3. Keep swimming pools cleaned and chlorinated, 
even when not in use. 

4. Cut back on your irrigation and look for areas in 
the landscape that are not draining well. 

5. Ornamental ponds should be aerated to keep 
water moving and discourage mosquitoes from lay- 
ing eggs. 

6. Dump anything that holds water twice per week 
if it has rained—such as birdbaths, non-chlorinated 
wading pools, garbage can lids, pottery and flower- 
pot saucers. Don’t leave water in pet bowls for more 
than two days. 

7. Keep the property clean of items that can hold 
water, disposing of old aluminum cans and plastic 
containers 

8. Clean vegetation and debris from the edges of 
ponds. 

g. Plant citronella grass in your yard. 

10. Dark clothing attracts mosquitos because they 
retain heat. Try to wear lighter colors when going 
outdoors.

In order to give something back to 
our veterans and his training pro- 
gram, Mark taught the NYU derma- 
tology surgery residents at the Man- 
hattan VA Hospital. 

“T have always been very driven, 
very goal-oriented and focused on 
being the best at what I do,” he says.
